London, Jan. 23.—When the trial of 
Colonel Arthur Lynch, member of par¬ 
liament for Galway, on the charge of 
higb treason; was resumed to-day, coun¬ 
sel for the defence began summing op.

Lynch supported the Boers, but counsel 
contended that his naturalisation was in 
no way prompted-by treasonable intent, 
and was solely for the advantage he 
would thns secure for journalistic pur¬ 
poses. Subsequently the defendant 
actively supported the Boer cause in the 
belief that ue waa.a legally naturalised 
Burgher.

The announcement of Mfr. Gee’s death 
appearing in the Times came to the ne- 
the of Cape. Mellon, surveyor for French 
Lloyds, of the city of Vancouver, ana 
caused that gentleman to institute in¬ 
quiries regarding the identity of the de¬ 
ceased. 

The reason for the unusual interest 
displayed by Capt. Mellon lay In the fact 
that he had a half-brother named Gea* 
from whom he had not heard for seven¬ 
teen years, and whpm he had long sinew 
given op as dead. The announcement in 
the Times gave London as Mil Gee’s 
birthplace, bat as Weymouth, England 
was the last city in which Capt. .Mellon's 
half-brother had resided before he lost 
track of him, that geutleman wired tn 
Victoria, asking that inquiry be made sf 
the widow, aa to whether the deceased 
had ever lived in that city. 

This inquiry, prosecuted by a Times 
man. established beyond a doubt the fact 
that the two men were half-brothers, that 
each had given the other up as dead fon 
the better part of a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury, and that one bad died within a few 
miles of the other, without the knowledg* 
of either. 

The late Mr. Gee, according to his 
widow, had talked frequently aud fondly 
of the half-brother, wbone name shecas- 
not absolutely recall; but which re¬ 
sembled Mellon, lie had told bis wife

Sir Edward Carson, 
maintained that CoL Lynch Joined the 
Boer army as a discontented Irishman, 
thereby committing “a most cowardly 
and most serious act of treason.** His 
naturalisation, continued the solicitor- 
general, was only a flimsy protest. Coun¬ 
sel then proceeded to detail the prison¬ 
er’s alleged acta of adherence to hit 
country’s enemies. 

The I/ord Chief Justice summed up 
very briefly. He said that if in war 
time a British subject Joined the King’s 
enemies, whatever his purpose, he was 
guilty of an unlawful act. Naturalisa¬ 
tion during war time afforded no excuse 
whatever for subsequent acts. There 
was abundant evidence, he said, of overt 
acts In aiding the King’s enemies. 

The jury, after having being oat half 
an hour, returned a verdict of guilty. 

When asked if he had anything to say 
as to why he should not be sentenced. 
Colonel Lynch replied ’Thank you, I 
Will say nothing.’* 

The sentence of death was passed on 
each of the four counts in the indict¬ 
ments. • 

The prisoner then bowed to the court 
and was removed in custody. 

In delivering sentence. Justice Wills 
said the crime of high treason, of which 
the prisoner had been found guilty, waa 
happily so rare, that it seems to be al¬ 
most an anachronism. No civilised com¬ 
munity had yet failed to punish severely 
defection from loyalty, whether in the 
way of open warfare or secret intrigue. 
In the darkest hours of his country's 
fortune, when engaged in a deadly atrng- 
‘gle. Lynch joined the ranks of its foes 
and shed the blood of his fellow subjects 
who were fighting for their country, and 
sought to dethrone Great Britain from 
her place among the nations. The only 
palliation which could be offered was 
that it had been the fashion for some 
years to treat lightly matters of this 
kind, and men had been encouraged to 
play with sedition and to go with the 
fashion; the nation had treated .with con¬ 
temptuous indifference speeches and acts 
of sedition, but It was one thing to talk 
sedition and quite a different thing to 
bear arms in the ranks of the country’s 
enemies. 

Although sentenced to be hanged, 
Lynch’s sentence, no donbt, will be com¬ 
moted. Lynch throughout bore himself 
with unfaltering composure. He walked 
oat steadily between the jailers and past 
the bench where his wife and other rela¬ 
tives were seated. Mrs. Lynch has been 
given permission to see her husband.

Berlin, Jan. 23.—Coant Von Balles- 
trew has resigned the presidency of the 
Reichstag iu consequence of disapproval 
with his attitude during the attempt of 
Herr Vollmar, Socialist, to raise a de¬ 
bate in the house on tbe charges brought 
against tho late Hear Krupp and on Em¬ 
peror William’* telegrams and speeches 
on the subject. The president at that 
time declined to permit tbe discussion on 
the ground that it was ont of order to 
discuss a private person while debating 
the budget.

“The Influence of Muale Upon Homo 
•Life,” ns handled by Rev. Alex. Me* 
Millnn before the Household Economic 
Association In the Toronto Normal 
school, proved to be of more than usual 
interest, inspiring and devoting in char¬ 
acter. 

Prom the start the lecturer proved to 
be thoroughly en rapport with his theme, 
and traced the benefits to be derived from 
good music in the home, beginning with 
the effect upon children. By way of pre¬ 
face, exam plea were quoted from the 
Scrlfftures to show the effect of music 
not only to soothe,-but to inspire, apd 
also to show how much music was used 
aa a medium of expressing praise and 
thanksgiving, particularly in the Psalms 
of David. Buskin was qooted to show 
the exquisite pleasure that was to be 
derived from cultivating the power to 
appreciate the sounds of nature.

At 3 o’clock the corres¬ 
pondent of the Associated Press in a 
rowboat, approached one side of the 
Art out of range, and from this point 
witnessed the long range firing of the 
German cruisers, which was continued 
from 3 uutil 6 o’clock. The Vincta 
and the Falke were close together, and 
wearer the fort than the Panther. The 
fcst two vessels at a runge of four and 
a half uiiles poured in a continuous rain 
of shells upou the fort, and only stop¬ 
ped firing with the advent of duak at 0 
o'clock. At this hour the German ves¬ 
sels retired seaward after having mode 
u second ineffectual attempt to land 
troops in the village of Snn Carlos, 
situated at the base of the fort. At 7 
•’dock on Wednesday evening the corre- 
upondent, who was accompanied by a 
government telegrapher ben ring a tele¬ 
gram from President Castro to the com- 
xuandunt of Ban Carlos, lauded on the 
island and entered the fort. 

The walls of the fort are terribly bat¬ 
tered, and there were many evidences 
of the fierce engagement.

“Ex-Attache," discussing the trial of 
Col. Lynch on the charge of high 
treason, says;— 

The last trial on the charge of high 
treason in England took place jnst 
-twenty years ago, when Mac Lean was 
tried at Reading by a court presided 
over by Lord Chier Justice, Coleridge, 
assisted by Baron Huddleatone, for 
aheotlug at tbe late Queen Victoria as 
she waa leaving the railroad station at 
Windsor. Ho was acquitted on the 
ground of insanity, apd ordered to be 
confined aa a criminal lunatik at Broad¬ 
moor Asylum “during Her Majesty's 
pleasure." The indictment against him 
was for high treason, which must not 
b© confounded with the so-called “trea¬ 
son felony" for which the Fenian dyna¬ 
miters were sentenced to penal servi¬ 
tude for life In 1887. 

Previous to the case of MacLean there 
was that of William Smith O’Brien, 
MtP., who* was tried for high treason 
in September, 1848, at* Clonmel, in 
Ireland, found guilty of tb? charge and 
sentenced by the Lord Chief Justice to 
be Jianged, afterward beheaded and then 
Quartered.

We 
hare treated some twenty samples of 
ore, and have enough work oo hand lo 
keep the plant and staff busy for some 
time, even If farth”? samples are not 
submitted. The process of testing an 
ore sample 4s somewhat lengthy, as yon 
will undent tend when I state that wc 
frequently make ter© or three teste of 
one ssmifie if It in demonstrated that 
further agitation, for Instance, or some 
other factor in the test might be alter¬ 
ed slightly with better results. Almost 
all the ore brought in for tests carries 
some free gold, and this makes it es¬ 
sential to crush the entire sample, «ven 
if it weighs twenty pounds or more, us 
the simple halting or quartering of the 
samples of rock is unsatisfactory where 
I it carries any free gold. This nattfral- 
. ly increases the labor of crushing, as a 
fine screen is used. I am now arrang¬ 
ing to operate the crushing. 

“Mining men are particularly pleased 
with the simplicity of the apparatus em¬ 
ployed and the dry, dean nature of the 
concentrates secured. It seemed to be 
generally believed that the concentrate 
would be very ©**7. but, as yoe see, the 
very reverse Is the case, and while 
there j» a trifling amount of oil in the 
concentrate tbs Amount U not sufficient 
to be detected by the naked eye’. 

“I have no explicit permission to 
give the names of mines which have 
had samples tested, but I will My this, 
that all the big mince ip the camp have 
patronised us. Moreover, there have 
be^n samples fonwsnted from the 81o- 
can, Similkameeo and other districts. 
Looking over the test reports I see that 
in one case, a copper ore containing a 
trifling amount of silver, we extracted 80 
per cent, of the copper and 71 per cent, 
of the silver. This is regarded as indi¬ 
cating, so far as can be determined with f 
one test, that the Elmore process could 
be profitably applied to the treatment 
of this ore. Thu percentage of recovery 
in (diver is not all that it might be, but 
as the ore carried only a trifling amount 
of silver the low percentages of recovery 
cut no figure at all. In another case, a 
gOld-copper ore, we recovered 81 per 
cent, cupper and 71 per cent, of the gold. 
In the third test I see recorded, a gold- 
copper ore was tested and tbs percent¬ 
ages of recovery were 70 in copper and 
86 in gold. A speelal point in connection 
with all these tests is thnt the percent¬ 
age of recovery is uniformly greater 
where a plant is in operation than is the 
case with mere teste. 

For our tests we much prefer ore in 
lump, aa the crushed product iy exposed 
to oxidisation and the results aecnred 
are not to satisfactory.”

tbty could not of themselves operate an 
ordinary telegraph instrument; They 
merely have strength enough to draw 
the little particles of nickel and silver 
in the coherer together, or, lu other 
words, they make them cohere. 'Hie 
moment the particles cohere they be¬ 
come a good conductor of electricity hod 
a current from a buttery near at hand 
rushes through and operates the Morse 
instrument causing it to print a dot or 
u dash. Then a little hammer, called 
the dseboerer, moved by the same current, 
strikes against the coherer, and tkf par¬ 
ticles of metal are shaken apart, and 
when decohered, they become a bad con¬ 
ductor of electricity again. Then an¬ 
other wave comes through space nnd a 
dot or dash Is printed. 

Marconi's system of wireless tele¬ 
graphy was first made known to the 
public in 1807, when ho went to Eng¬ 
land. He had just extended the effi¬ 
ciency of his instrument from two to 
five miles. He did not obtain much sac- 
ccss ou the continent but he was singu¬ 
larly successful lu England.—Exchange.

He was deilberately 
planning to establish a system of wire¬ 
less telegraphy, bqt he did not give the 
public any indication of Ills plans until 
he had actually achieved something. 

Others Had Idea. 

It is not of great importance to the 
geuoraivpublic to enter into the question 
ol irow tar Marconi can be regarded as 
cl inventor of wirele.ua telegraphy. It 
is coituiu that he is the fiVst man to put 
the invention to widespread practical 
use. it is equally certain that be was 
not the first discoverer of the elemen¬ 
tary principles of the science, for men 
were experimenting with it years before 
he was boro. It is said that the elec¬ 
trician Wenekler made the discovery as 
long ago ns 1T40- Benjamin Franklin 
believed that wireless telegraphy was 
theoretically possible. Morse, the in¬ 
ventor of the electric telegraph, sent a 
wireless message a distance of 80 feet 
at Washington, in 1$I2. Clerk Maxwell, 
in 1804, defined the etheric waves to a 
certain extent and showed that wireless 
telegraphy would be possible. Elisha 
Grey experimented with the problem in 
1STT, and in 1888 Hertz made a most 
essential contribution to the science 
when lie demonstrated .experimentally 
the electric vibratious, how knowu as 
Hertsisn waves, which really constitute 
the wireless current. 

What the System Is. 

Ma relinks system of telegraphy con¬ 
sists in setting in motion certain electric 
vibrations, which, after passing through 
the ether, record themselves on a dis¬ 
tant receiver. The whole system de¬ 
pends on the mysterious, intangible sub¬ 
stance knowu as ether, it is a substance 
invisible, colorless, odorless, inconceiv¬ 
ably rarefied, which is supposed to fill all 
spaces. It fills the space between the 
earth and the sun and the stars, and it 
also fills the minute space between the 
atoms of the densest substances, such 
as steeL It is the source of electricity, 
light and heat. 

Vibrations of the ether at a certain 
speed give electricity, at another speed 
they give light, at another speed they 
give heat. , If the ether vibrates at the 
rate of 00 billions of w-aves a second, 
the color red appears; if they vibrate 
tw ice as fast, the color is violet. ** 

At the comparatively low rate of 230 
millions to the second they produce the 
Herts waves, which convey the electri¬ 
cal current. Sound, it may be noted, has 
nothing to do with the ether, bpt is the 
lesutt of the vibration of the air. Air 
is very slow moving compared to ether, 
end that is why a flash of light in feen 
long before the sound that accompanies 
it and why un electric message travels 
faster than sound. Even when elec¬ 
tricity passes through a wire it is mere¬ 
ly a vibration of the ether which dreu- 
lures betweeu the utoms composing the 
wire. 

His First instruments. 

When the etheric waves were defined 
by Professor Hertz, Mr. Marconi, who 
was a young student of electricity, said 
that if a message could be conveyed 
tlirough the ether in a wire it ahould also 
be conveyed by the ether which exists 
everywhere. He began to experiment 
witn tin boxes set up on poles on the 
grounds of his father's estate in Italy. 
He devised an apparatus from which a 
current generated by a battery and fcnos¬ 
ing in sparks between two brass balls 
was radiated from a wire suspended on 
a tall pole. By shutting off and turning 
on this current by means of a tele¬ 
grapher’s key the waves could be so di¬ 
vided as to represent dashes and dots 
nnd spell out letters in the Morse alpha¬ 
bet. This was the transmitter. It was 
more difficult to devise an apparatus to 
receive the waves. Af^er many experi¬ 
ments Marconi adopted a device invent¬ 
ed by the Italian Cnlzecchi, and improv¬ 
ed by a Frenchman, Professor Edouard 
Braniey, called the coherer, which has 
proved td be the most essential part of 
the wireless system. 

About the Coherer. 

The coherer is a little tnhe of glass as 
big around as a lead pencil, and about 
two inches long. It is plugged at each 
eud with silver and the plugs nearly 
meet in the tube. The narrow space be¬ 
tween them is filled with finely powder¬ 
ed fragments of nickel and silver, which 
possess the curious property of being al¬ 
ternately very good and very bad con¬ 
ductors of electrical waves. The waves 
from the transmitter, perhaps two thou¬ 
sand miles away, are received on a tele, 
graph wire similar to that used in the

Tlie following particulars regarding 
Marconl’a trans-Atlantic wireless station 
at Glace Bay, Nova Scotia, will prove 
of interest at the present time. 

Table Head is the name now officially 
given the Glace Bay station, but there 
wus a" time previous to the arrival of 
the distinguished inventor whvn It was 
knowu in the neighborhood as “Thu 
Boost." Table Head ia one of - the 
bleakest promontories along the w'hole 
Atlantic coast. It wus chosen by Mr. 
Marconi on account of its isolated posi¬ 
tion The topography offers no interfer¬ 
ence with the transmission of the wire¬ 
less current, which passes over the sea 
witli the greatest certainty Ou this 
lonely headland Marconi has, erected 
four strong, b°t light towers, each ris¬ 
ing to the height of two hundred and 
fifteen feet. x*‘ 

Each separate tower Is made up of 
strong woodeu timbers, bolted firmly to¬ 
gether and set in a concrete foundation 
with a series of sustaining guys on every 
side. In the centre are situated the 
buildings containing the dynamos, elec¬ 
tric appliances and steam engines, which 
serve to generate the electric current. 
The Canadian government contributed 
$80,000 to the enterprise. 

Tlie whole work is under the super- 
vlaion of Mr. Vyvyan, an English engi¬ 
neer. assisted by a corps of electrical 
engineers. They have built in the im- 
med'rtte vicinity of ^he plant a long, low 
dwelling, not unlike an old-fashioned 
English farmhouse. On the ground floor 
are the office* of the Wireless Tele¬ 
graph Company of America. 

About the Flant. . 

The steam power plant stationed in 
tlie engine nnd boiler-room respectively 
consist of a 100 horse-power engine and 
a 1") horse-power directly connected to 
n direct current dynamo. There is also 
a 75 kilowatt alternating current, driv¬ 
ing from the high-speed engine and gen¬ 
erating 2,000 volts, which can be trans¬ 
formed up to 80,000 volts, in order to 
send the electric spark. 

Around the towers a deep, circular 
trench has been dug, in which is deposit¬ 
ed a large zinc coil, which forms part of

On this she raises large hay crops. Bhe 
has put donner windows into the quaint 
old house that she found on the place, 
fitted it up with old fashioned furni¬ 
ture. put settles beside the big fireplace 
in the .living room, hung a crane and 
kettles in it, and placed odd old paint¬ 
ings and printa on the walla. Here she 
entertains summer boarders and winter 
house thirties. 

Another woman farmer has come from 
the West and established herself on so 
high a hill, that she is unusually safe 
from intrusion. She raises an abund¬ 
ance of fruit and vegetables of unexcel¬ 
led quaHty and enough hay for her 
stock. With her own’hands she makes 
the delicious butter served on her table. 
One man can do her outside work. One 
strong woman does the heaviest work 
of the household, and, with no tempta¬ 
tions to spend her wages, she la mak¬ 
ing money. Her mistress is not doing 
this, bnt she is making enough to live 
on, and is spending her days amid glori¬ 
ous mountain views, in dust free and 
oaone charged air, where her relatives 
and friends from far and near are only 
too glad to join her. 

Within neighborly distance of this 
place yet s third woman has bought a 
farm*, as an lnvestofcnt rather than a 
home. She goes up in the early Ham¬ 
mer to do the needed repairs and clean¬ 
ing and to get her quaint old stuff into 
its most effective positions. Then she 
leaves it for the tenant, who has seen 
her advertisement and has come hun¬ 
dreds of miles, perhaps, to this spot hid- ; 
den among orchard and forest trees, far 
from any much travelled road. 

One enterprising woman has made her 
house an absolute model of comfort and 
beauty—an object lesson to farmer folk 
and city people alike, and both come 
from miles around to see it. She Is im¬ 
proving her place in many ways; valuable 
timber is carefully guarded; wild fruit 
tree# are being grafted; rare plants, like 
Labrador tea, are cherished; comfortable 
benches are placed where specially fine 
views of the mountains are command¬ 
ed. Many varieties of wild berriee, rein¬ 
deer moss, curious ground pines and 
other plants native only in high alti¬ 
tudes add their interest to the place, 
while massive granite boulders and 
gleaming quarts .ledges add their pictur¬ 
esque charm. 

In another part of the state a young 
woman, who ia an amateur artist, has 
converted an abandoned farm into an all* 
year-round home of such elegance and 
proportion* a a to suggest an English 
estate. Landscape gardening ia a con¬ 
spicuous feature of her undertaking. She 
raises cattle, horses and sheep on a 
considerable scale, and goes so far as 
to have her wool woven into fabrics and 
designs of her oWq selection.

The instrument which records the mes¬ 
sages is in the operating chamber, and is 
the latest development of Marconi's 
yeurs of work up to the present moment. 
Over two hundred operators work In 
this room. To accommodate the curious 
public and to facilitate the transporta¬ 
tion of freight, a special line of railway 
has been built from the station to con¬ 
nect with the Sydney A Louisburf rail¬ 
way. The city authorities of Glace Bay 
Nave promised Marconi not to permit an 
electric tramway service to be operated 
within a third of a mile of tiu* towers. 
This precaution was taken at the request 
of Marconi, in order to prevent the con¬ 
flict of electrical waves. 

Newfoundland Trials. 

The experiments which led up to the 
creation of this remarkable enterprise 
were betgun by Mr. Marconi in New¬ 
foundland. His experiment station there 
was on Signal Hill, near St. Johns. It 
was on Thursday. December 12th, 1901, 
at 12.30 p.m., that fclr. Marconi received 
certain wireless signals from his sta¬ 
tion at Poldue. near Penzance, in Corn¬ 
wall, the southwestern end of England. 
It was then supposed that Marconi was 
merely working to improve his system 
of taking wireless signals from ships at 
sea. Tlie news that he had actually 
succeeded in ^opening wireless communi¬ 
cation aero m the whole Atlantic ocean 
was received by many with an outburst 
of astonished incredulity, but Thomas 
A. Edison and others well qualified to 
form opinions on the subject accepted

He 
reached the boat and brought the old 
man safely through the water acroeq the 
fringe of ice surrounding Pine island, to 
the shore. , There the men called for 
aid, nnd their cries attracted the atten¬ 
tion of rescuers, who went to their aft*

men were unconscious, Kelly remained.

Mr. Barnes said 
he would give the desired permission if 
the company would sign a contract to 
furnish him with power as long as it 
should be in existence. This was readily 
agreed to, and the plant was installed. 
Several manufacturing'firms were eager 
to share in the advertisement, and offer¬ 
ed to put the apparatus in free. The 
theory was excellent and the wiring and 
apparatus beyond criticism, bnt the ex¬ 
periment was not the success that every¬ 
body had hoped for, and the enterprise 
was given up. / 

Mr. Barnes is & practical electrician, 
and he Bat him down and studied 
hard. He took out a connection here and 
put one in there; he altered this resist¬ 
ance coil and strengthened that.
